1 . AD REFERENDUM AGREEMENT HAS BEEN READIED ON THE ENTIRE 
SECTION ON STUDIES, INFORMATION, EDUCATION AND TRAINING IN 
THE PROGRAM OF ACTION, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF JAPANESE PRO- 
POSAL ON DISARMAMENT DAY (PARA 3, IN INFORMATION 
SUBSECTION) WHICH IS DISCUSSED SEPTEL. 

2. AGREED TEXT FOLLOWS: BEGIN TEXT: 

STUDIES. 

-1. TAKING FURTHER STEPS IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT AND 
OTHER MEASURES AIMED AT PROMOTING INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SECURITY WOULD BE FACILITATED BY CARRYING OUT STUDIES BY 
THE SECRETARY-GENERAL IN THIS FIELD WITH APPROPRIATE ASSIS- 
TANCE FROM GOVERNMENTAL OR CONSULTANT EXPERTS. 

-2. THE SECRETARY GENERAL SHALL, WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF 
CONSULTANT EXPERTS, APPOINTED BY HIM, CONTINUE THE STUDY 
OF THE INTERRELATIONSHIP BETWEEN DISARMAMENT AND INTER- 
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NATIONAL SECURITY AND SUBMIT IT TO THE XXXIVTH SESSION OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AS REQUESTED IN RESOLUTION A/RES./ 

32/154. 

-3. THE THIRTY-THIRD AND SUBSEQUENT SESSIONS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY SHOULD DETERMINE THE SPECIFIC GUIDELINES 
FOR CARRYING OUT STUDIES, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE 
PROPOSALS ALREADY SUBMITTED AS WELL ASOTHER PROPOSALS 
WHICH MAY BE INTRODUCED LATER IN THIS FIELD. IN DOING SO, 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY WOULD TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION A REPORT 
ON THIS MATTER PREPARED BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL. 

INFORMATION. 

- 1. IN ORDER TO MOBILIZE WORLD PUBLIC OPINION ON BEHALF 
OF DISARMAMENT. THE SPECIFIC MEASURES SET FORTY BELOW, 
DESIGNED TO INCREASE THE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ABOUT 
THE ARMAMENTS RACE AND THE EFFORTS TO HALT AND REVERSE IT, 
SHOULD BE ADOPTED: 

-2. GOVERNMENTAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL INFORMATION ORGANS 
AND THOSE OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND ITS SPECIALIZED AGENCIES 
SHOULD GIVE PRIORITY TO THE PREPARATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
PRINTED AND AUDIO-VISUAL MATERIAL RELATING TO THE DANGER 
REPRESENTED BY THE ARMAMENTS RACE AS WELL AS TO THE 
DISARMAMENT EFFORTS AND NEGOTIATIONS ON SPECIFIC DISARMA- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MENT MEASURES. 

IN PARTICULAR, PUBLICITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO THE FINAL 
DOCUMENTS OF THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

-3. (SEE SEPTEL.) 

-4. TO ENCOURAGE STUDY AND RESEARCH ON DISARMAMENT, THE 
UNITED NATIONS CENTRE FOR DISARMAMENT SHOULD INTENSIFY ITS 
ACTIVITIES IN THE PRESENTATION OF INFORMATION CONCERNING 
THE ARMAMENTS RACE AND DISARMAMENT. ALSO, THE UNITED 
NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL, SCIENTIFIC AND CULTURAL ORGANIZATION 
(UNESCO), IS URGED TO INTENSIFY ITS ACTIVITIES AIMED AT 
FACILITATING RESEARCH AND PUBLICATION ON DISARMAMENT, 
RELATED TO ITS FIELDS OF COMPETENCE, ESPECIALLY IN DEVELOP- 
ING COUNTRIES, AND SHOULD DISSEMINATE THE RESULTS OF SUCH 
RESEARCH. 

-5. THROUGHOUT THIS PROCESS OF DISSEMINATING INFORMATION 
ABOUT THE DEVELOPMENTS IN THE DISARMAMENT FIELD OF ALL 
COUNTRIES, THERE SHOULD BE INCREASED PARTICIPATION BY NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS CONCERNED WITH THE MATTER. 
THROUGH CLOSER LIAISON BETWEEN THEM AND THE UNITED NATIONS. 
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-6. MEMBER STATES SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED TO ENSURE A BETTER 
FLOW OF INFORMATION WITH REGARD TO THE VARIOUS ASPECTS OF 
DISARMAMENT TO AVOID DISSEMINATION OF FALSE AND TENDEN- 
TIOUS INFORMATION CONCERNING ARMAMENTS AND TO CONCENTRATE 
ON THE DANGER OF ESCALATION OF THE ARMAMENTS RACE AND ON 
THE NEED FOR GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT UNDER EFFEC- 
TIVE INTERNATIONAL CONTROL. 

EDUCATION 

-1. WITH A VIEW TO CONTRIBUTING TO A GREATER UNDERSTAND- 
ING AND AWARENESS OF THE PROBLEMS CREATED BY THE ARMAMENTS 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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RACE AND OF THE NEED FOR DISARMAMENT, GOVERNMENTS AND 
GOVERNMENTAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZA- 
TIONS ARE URGED TO TAKE STEPS TO DEVELOP PROGRAMMES OF 
EDUCATION FOR DISARMAMENT AND PEACE STUDIES AT ALL LEVELS. 

-2. THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY WELCOMES THE INITIATIVES OF 
UNESCO IN PLANNING TO HOLD A WORLD CONGRESS ON DISARMAMENT 
EDUCATION AND IN THIS CONNECTION, URGES UNESCO TO STEP UP 
ITS PROGRAMME AIMED AT THE DEVELOPMENT OF DISARMAMENT EDU- 
CATION AS A DISTINCT FIELD OF STUDY THROUGH THE PREPARATION, 
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INTER ALIA, OF TEACHERS GUIDES, TEXTBOOKS, READERS AND 
AUDIO-VISUAL MATERIALS. MEMBER STATES SHOULD TAKE ALL 
POSSIBLE MEASURES TO ENCOURAGE THE INCORPORATION OF SUCH 
MATERIALS IN THE CURRICULA FOR THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTES. 
TRAINING 

-1. IN ORDER TO PROMOTE EXPERTISE IN DISARMAMENT IN MORE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MEMBER STATES, PARTICULARLY IN THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY DECIDES TO ESTABLISH A PROGRAMME OF 
FELLOWSHIPS ON DISARMAMENT. THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, TAKING 
INTO ACCOUNT THE PROPOSAL SUBMITTED TO THE SPECIAL SESSION, 
SHOULD PREPARE GUIDELINES FOR THE PROGRAMME. HE SHOULD 
ALSO SUBMIT THE FINANCIAL REQUIREMENTS OF TWENTY FELLOW- 
SHIPS FOR INCLUSION IN THE REGULAR BUDGET OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS, BEARING IN MIND THE SAVINGS THAT CAN BE MADE 
WITHIN THE EXISTING BUDGETARY APPROPRIATIONS. 

3. ACTION REQUESTED: REQUEST APPROVAL OF TEXT OF SECTION 
ON STUDIES, INFORMATION, EDUCATION, AND TRAINING UNDER 
PROGRAM OF ACTION IN FINAL DOCUMENT OF SSOD. DEPENDING ON 
THE OUTCOME, APPROVAL OF PARA 3 OF INFORMATION SUBSECTION 
(JAPANESE PROPOSAL ON DISARMAMENT DAY) WILL BE REQUESTED
